Battle Breakdown 
Robert E. Lee's Maryland Campaign 
By Bruce Baggarly 

September, 1862 — a year-and-a-half after Fort 
Sumter. The Army of Northern Virginia has just defeated 
the dispirited Army of the Potomac at Second Bull Run. 
The question facing Lee: how to follow up the stunning 
victory over the Union's General Pope? As President 
Lincoln is replacing Pope with George B. McClellan, Lee 
decides to boldly invade the North, into Maryland and 
Pennsylvania, rather than return to a defense of Rich- 
mond. Why? 

As he crossed the Potomac, General Lee has 
several objectives in mind: 

• Maryland, a slave state still in the Union, could 
be induced to join the Confederacy; 

• His hungry men could feed off the lush farms of 
these states while drawing the enemy out of a denuded 
Virginia during the harvest season; 

• Success could lead Great Britain and France to 
recognize and aid the Southern cause; and 

• Victories could destroy Northerners' will to

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fight, leading to peace talks guaranteeing the Confederacy 
independence. 

All in all, for Lee an opportunity to be seized; but 
success is not to come. What does develop is a major 
turning point in the Civil War. 

For General Lee, setback #1: Despite his eloquent 
appeal to Marylanders to bolt the Union, he wins no 
meaningful support from them. 

Setback #2: The "Lost Orders" — Yankees find a 
copy of Lee's orders to his commanders wrapped around 
three cigars. McClellan now knows his plans! Informed of 
this, Lee orders his troops to block passes through South 
Mountain. Confederate forces delay Union advance 
through these passes by one day, thereby giving Lee time

to concentrate all wings of his 50,000-man army at the 
Western Maryland town of Sharpsburg. Here, he chooses 
to offer battle. 

McClellan with 80,000 men at his disposal, 
erroneously believes Lee to have 110,000 troops. Exces- 
sively cautious, his further delays are to prove costly. 
Nevertheless, on September 17, 1862, these two mighty 
armies finally meet, and the Battle of Antietam Creek (a/ 
k/a Sharpsburg) begins. 

Setback #3: The Battle. A battle Lee has to win. He 
doesn't — but in a military sense, neither does McClellan. 
Tactically, the fight is pretty much a draw. At Burnside's 
Bridge, West Woods, Bloody Lane, the spilling of Ameri- 
can blood reaches ghastly levels. In one day, the carnage 
will leave 6,000 dead and 17,000 wounded — the most 
casualties in a single day in the history of the Western 
Hemisphere. These figures are four times our losses on D- 
Day and twice as high as our combat losses in the War of 
1812, the Mexican War, and the Spanish- American War — 
combined. 

The results? Lee has no choice but to retreat back 
across the Potomac. McClellan gloats over his "victory" 
but fails to follow and crush Lee's army. An angry Lincoln 
fires him. The Army of Northern Virginia may be badly 
hurt, but it lives to fight on for two and a half more years. 

The significance? Though not truly a tactical 
victory, history records Antietam as a strategic Union 
success. It frustrates Confederate dreams of European 
support, and it enables Abraham Lincoln to issue his 
Emancipation Proclamation, a first step in bringing 
slavery to an end. The slaughter of Sharpsburg produces a 
momentous turning point in the Civil War, and in the 
history of our nation.

Planner. Selectman Andrews noted that the town supports 
the concept of a planner, and all agree that it is something 
that would valuable for Mattapoisett. Selectman Denham 
agreed, acknowledging the time constraints part-time 
boards have when presented with several plans from 
developers. Recognizing that these are unpaid people 
who are helping the town, Selectman Denham feels that a 
full-time planner is needed. 

Mr. Lombard brought a job description of a Town 
Planner that was useful to him in his search for one, 
noting that the Town Planner in Dennis has been essential 
and quite important. Noting that Dennis is approximately 
twice the size of Mattapoisett, Mr. Lombard thinks that 
Mattapoisett could hire a very good planner at a salary 
between $35,000 and $40,000, compared to an estimated 
$50,000 salary for the Town of Dennis. 

"It's great that you come forward with your 
assistance," said Selectman Andrews. The board agreed to 
consider the information Mr. Lombard presented. 

Lastly, the board met with several individuals 
who are involved with the proposed Mattapoisett Bike 
Path Project to discuss the impact it would have on Camp 
Massasoit (YMCA) in Mattapoisett.

board members run the camp, which sees up to 500 
children a day, as well as 800 Mattapoisett residents who 
participate in programs. They feel that the proposed bike 
path through the center of the camp would be disruptive 
to the foot traffic, and could compromise the safety of the 
children who attend camp. Further, it could disrupt the 
nearly 400 vehicles belonging to the staff and parents 
there to pick up their children. Having the bike path in 
the proposed area would be "inviting the public through 
the heart of the camp." Mr. Schuyler asked the board and 
the committee to consider the parallel of "dissecting" 
Center School from its playground, realizing the impossi- 
bility of that and the intolerance of such an idea. The 
YMCA is private property and is under no obligation to 
consent to such a bike path, but they wish to come to an 
agreement because the board members believe a bike path 
is in the best interest of the town. The board members are 
"pro bike path" but wish to come up with an alternative 
plan for the placement of the path. 

Sanford Matathia, Chairman of Environmental 
Law for the firm of Rackemann, Sawyer & Brewster in 
Boston, was asked by the Board of Directors to study 
alternative routes for the bike path. It is his belief, backed 
by studies from MEPA, EPA and Waterways Programs 
from DEP, that the bypass route is not only viable, but 
also preferred. This route through the marsh would have 
less impact on wetland resources than the proposed route 
through the grove of trees, and it would offer more safety 
to the children than the proposed route through the center

of the camp. 

Mr. Schuyler offered the results of recent polling, 
conducted by an outside firm, of several of the parents 
whose children participate in the camp: 38 percent of 
parents said that they would not send their children back 
to the camp if the bike path went through it; an additional 
31 percent of parents said that they probably would not 
send their children to the camp. Mr. Schuyler said that the 
Board of Directors would be willing to offer their exper- 
tise to help fund-raise for the marsh or bypass route, and 
that they would continue to engage legal counsel on the 
issue. "We will discuss any solution that doesn't compro- 
mise our concerns," he said. 

"We want to work with you and you with us to 
come up with a solution," said Chairman Lambalot. 
Selectman Andrews agreed, adding that to "continue the 
dialogue" is the most important issue, acknowledging 
that this project is being proposed by the state, not the 
town. Representative Straus added that the responsibility 
of maintaining the path will ultimately belong to the 
Town of Mattapoisett. Representative Straus acknowl- 
edged the hurdle of funding the project as well as meeting 
the needs of the people. 

"We need to come to a consensus rather than 
competing alternatives," said Mr. Matathia, adding that 
all involved need to "speak with one voice." Chairman 
Lambalot agreed and would like to reach "one common 
goal."

Sares said. The board unanimously voted to approve Mr. 
Sares' request for an extension. 

At 7:15 pm the board met with representatives of 
the New Bedford Chapter of the American Red Cross and 
Marion Emergency Management Director W. Dale Jones 
to discuss the various services and assistance the Ameri- 
can Red Cross can provide to the town in the event of an 
emergency — either in or around Marion.

nearly one-third of that represents the town's portion of 
the ORR Building Project. Other major portions include 
an estimated 15 percent hike in public safety, and a 
doubling in the trash collection fees line item. An addi- 
tional $200,000 is also being requested to supplement the 
Council on Aging Building Project. 

Despite these additional expenses, Mr. Costa 
cautioned against siphoning money from the $1 million- 
plus Stabilization Fund. "We have a substantial sum in the 
Stabilization Fund for two reasons," Mr. Costa said. "We 
like to use the interest earned to service debt on prior 
projects . . . (and) it would be nice to have a rainy day fund 
to dip into when needed." 

Under ARTICLE 1, Town Meeting was asked to 
accept the annual report of all town officers and commit- 
tees, which passed via unanimous vote. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to set the 
Elected Officials' Salaries as follows: Town Moderator 
($100 Annual Town Meeting, $50 Special Town Meeting); 
Selectmen ($2,987 each member); Selectmen Chairman 
($3,914); Board of Assessors ($7,210 each member); Town 
Treasurer ($16,500); Tax Collector ($16,500); Town Clerk 
($16,500); Tree Warden ($515); Constables ($7.21 per hour); 
Highway Surveyor ($46,865); Board of Health members 
($1,288 each); Board of Health Chairman ($1,545); and 
Herring Inspector ($325). The article passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 3, Town Meeting was asked to 
approve a total $10,749 million General Operating Budget 
for FY2002. Town Moderator Hartley read aloud each 
department line item but voters did not question or ask 
for clarification on any of the recommended budget 
amounts. The article passed via unanimous vote. 

Town Meeting next considered funding various 
FY2002 Capital Improvements Projects totaling $279,300 
under ARTICLE 4. Among the expenditures: Police 
Radios ($12,000 transfer from Free Cash); Refurbish the

Cash); Waste Oil Furnace for Highway Department 
($12,500 transfer from Free Cash); Ballfield Tractor for 
Highway Department ($17,100 transfer from Free Cash); 
Landfill Barrier for Board of Health (150,000 transfer from 
Free Cash); purchase an ambulance for the EMT Depart- 
ment (179,300 capital outlay/ debt exclusion); and road- 
work for the Highway Department ($100,000 capital 
outlay/ debt exclusion). 

John Lafreniere of the Board of Health explained 
that the $150,000 landfill barrier was necessary to avoid 
action from the Department of Environmental Protection 
(DEP). "If we don't do it, the DEP will issue a citation that

the job themselves and then bill the town," he said. 
"We're trying to do this very cost-effectively." With that, 
Article 4 passed via unanimous vote. 

Under ARTICLE 5, voters unanimously approved 
a $2,042 transfer from Free Cash to cover various Environ- 
mental and Natural Resource expenses for FY2002 and 
unanimously voted to transfer $2,000 from Free Cash to 
fund the efforts of the New Bedford Women's Shelter 
under ARTICLE 6. 

ARTICLES 7, 8 and 9 all asked Town Meeting to 
consider adopting a state statute which would extend 
medical insurance benefits to the surviving spouses of 
town firefighters (ARTICLE 7), town police personnel 
(ARTICLE 8), and retired town employees (ARTICLE 9). 
ARTICLES 7 and 8 were unanimously approved, but the 
FinCom did not support ARTICLE 9 which had unknown 
costs attached to it. 

"Under Articles 7 and 8, if a police or firefighter 
die in the line of duty, we feel the town is somewhat 
responsible (to cover medical costs)," said FinCom 
Chairman Michael Costa. "But Article 9 would add 
additional fixed costs to the town's operating budget. 
You'd immediately have over 100 employees eligible for 
this coverage." 

"The difficulty here is not knowing what it would 
cost in the future," added Selectman Patricia Ryan. 
Heeding this advice, voters rejected the article via major- 
ity vote. 

Under ARTICLE 10, voters were asked to appro- 
priate an additional $400,000 to fund the Rochester Senior 
Center project — taking $200,000 from Free Cash and 
placing the other $200,000 on a Proposition 2 1/2 override 
subject to next month's ballot approval. But Harry Brown 
of the COA moved to amend the article to take the second 
$200,000 from the town's Stabilization Fund. 

"Our $600,000 (state) grant requires the construe-

tion of our Senior Center be completed and a Certificate of 
Occupancy be issued by June of 2002," Mr. Brown said. 
"All accepted contractors' bids are for 30 days after bid 
opening . . . after 30 days, they may withdraw from their 
contracts. This may well jeopardize our entire project. 
We've been trying for over three years to get the Senior 
Center Project completed." 

FinCom Chairman Costa again cautioned that 
taking $200,000 from the Stabilization Fund would reduce 
the amount of interest the town is collecting to pay off 
existing debt service. 

"In this case, the contractor is the same one 
building the police station and they have indicated that 
they're more than willing to extend the deadline (if 
needed)," added Selectman Richard Cutler. 

"Yes, we can ask for an extension, but we have to 
have a good reason for it and we have to be under con- 
struction and making progress," countered Jill Bodeau, a 
member of the COA Board of Directors. "The seniors have 
been fighting this battle for 10 years. At this point, we're 
out of compliance with everything we do. We're scattered

Moulin Rouge. Starring Nicole Kidman and Ewan 
McGregor. Directed by Baz Luhrmann. Running time: 118 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

What to do with a movie like Baz Luhrmann's Moulin Rowel 
It demands to be taken on its own glitzy, stylized terms. It has 
been described as the love-it-or-hate-it movie of the season — 
much like last year's equally bold (and far superior) musical 
Dancer in the Dark — but I didn't love it or hate it; mostly I just 
stared at it in a trance of indifference, trying to stay awake. If you 
enjoyed Luhrmann's other two shimmering pop artifacts — 
Strictly Ballroom and especially Romeo + Juliet — chances are you'll 
fall in love with Moulin Rouge. If you like your films with a little 
less pizzazz and a little more substance, you'd do well to sit out 
this dance. 

Luhrmann and co-writer Craig Pearce have constructed 
Moulin Rouge (which has nothing in particular to do with the 1952 
John Huston film, except that it features Henri de Toulouse- 
Lautrec, played a bit too avidly by John Leguizamo) not as a 
musical, exactly, but as a riff on The Musical. As in Pearl Harbor, 
everything in it is appropriated from somewhere else. For instance, 
here you have Christian (Ewan McGregor), a sensitive writer who 
loses his heart to dynamic courtesan Satine (Nicole Kidman). In 
a few ways, this could be called anuncredited remake of Cabaret, 
only without the troublesome Nazi milieu, except that it swipes 
from so many other sources that, ha-ha, no one creator has 
enough grounds for a lawsuit. 

The "plot" is wafer-thin: Christian and Satine, who are 
working on some sort of show called Spectacular Spectacular, are 
frustrated in their affair by the attentions of a sneering duke 
(Richard Roxburgh) who wants Satine to himself. Rather stupidly, 
Christian and Satine craft their show as a veiled parallel to their 
own situation; also rather stupidly, the Duke takes forever to see 
the parallel even when someone in his presence, describing 
Christian' s fictitious counterpart, slips and says "starving writer" 
instead of "starving sitar player." 

It's probably no use to attackMow/m Rouge onlogical grounds. 
Luhrmann thinks in terms of fragments, moments, visual 
opportunities. Working with the boldly painting cinematographer 
Donald McAlpine, who has a rich sense of color and an unerring 




sense for how to frame an 
interesting composition, 
Luhrmann sabotages 
McAlpine's work, more 
often fhannot, by being too 
restless in the editing room. 
I often say of editing-happy 
directors, "If you don't like 
a shot, wait two seconds 
and it'll change"; here it's 
more like "If you like a shot, 
don't get too attached to it, 
because in two seconds it'll 
change." 

Christian and Satine 
often serenade each other, 
using snippets of modern-day rock love ballads, which I guess is 
supposed to make this turn-of-the-century romantic fable more 
relevant to the teenagers of the turn of this century. I almost never 
felt that the pop songs (including Elton John, the Beatles, David 
Bowie, and many others) worked for the movie, and in one case 
— when a group of men break into the chorus of Nirvana's 
"Smells Like Teen Spirit" — I found it embarrassing. Kidman and 
McGregor aren't really singers; they sell their crooning more on 
attitude than on skill, and that goes for their overall performances, 
too. McGregor has the look — brilliant eyes, brilliant teeth — for 
a big-movie- musical leading man, and Kidman is breathtaking in 
her many costume changes, but when they have to be still and 
communicate with each other it's amateur hour (and, I hasten to 
add, they haven't been amateurish elsewhere) . They simply have 
no chemistry. 

I wish I could support Moulin Rouge, because it's certainly 
not timid (except, perhaps, for the choice of soundtrack tunes 
slavishly geared to teens) and there's nothing else out there 
remotely like it. It's the sort of overstuffed extravaganza that, if it 
works foryou, really works foryou, and if it doesn't, really doesn't. 
Talent and, yes, vision have gone into this project. Baz Luhrmann 
isn't a hack; you feel he believes passionately in what he puts on 
the screen (much like Paul Thomas Anderson, another virtuoso 
who swings for the fence and misses), and some of the enraptured 
lack of irony of the movie is refreshing. Luhrmann is straining to 
achieve something new, original, different. He could' ve started 
with the script.

Former Mattapoisett man-made-good and ac- 
claimed mystery writer Robert B. Parker is probably 
best-known for his long-running and well-sustained 
detective series of novels following the exploits of 
hardboiled Boston P.I. Spenser (as in, "For Hire" ) and 
his colorful cast of supporting Beantown players. But 
lately he's been pursuing other avenues of creativity 
in an attempt, I think, to discredit the critics and 
naysayers who simply dismiss his best-selling books 
— which are coming fast and furious these days — as 
nothing more than one-note distillations of noir pio- 
neers like Raymond Chandler and Dashiell Hammett 
(two of Parker's most notable influences). 

Having embarked on two other detective series 
recently — the competent Jesse Stone and whip- 
smart Sunny Randall mysteries, each yielding two 
books thus far — he now takes a radical detour from 
the contemporary mystery genre and travels back 
through time to focus his attention on a historical 
western novel based on the real-life Wyatt Earp and 
his band of gunslinging brothers, an iconic American 
legend which has been fodder for countless other 
books and movies. 

What at first seemed an odd choice of subject to 
me makes perfect sense when you begin breezing 
through the first chapters of Gunman's Rhapsody, an 
elegant and easy-to-digest novel which takes the 
familiar "facts" surrounding the Earps' arrival in 
Tombstone, Arizona and subsequent notorious gun- 
fight at the "O.K. Corral" and grafts Parker's point- 
blank, concise storytelling style onto it. Wyatt shares 
many of the strong, silent and brooding qualities of 
Parker's own Spenser and Doc Holliday could easily 
slip into the Hawk role as Wyatt's equally-skilled but 
less stable compatriot. In this case, there are also two 
women playing the part of Spenser' s significant other, 
Susan Silverman — Wyatt's legal wife, Mattie, who 
struggles with both the fact that her husband doesn't 
love her and a debilitating addiction to drugs; and 
worldly actress Josie Marcus, an engaged woman 
with whom Wyatt embarks on a torrid affair.

But it really is un- 
fair to characterize 
Gunman's Rhapsody 
as merely "Spenser in 
the Old West." It 
stands remarkably 
well on its own as a 
fine example of west- 
ern fiction and prob- 
ably owes just as much 
to the writings of Louis 
Lamour as Raymond 
Chandler. I was capti- 
vated as Parker's easy 
prose took me down 
the well-worn path of 
the Earp legend that 
still managed to seem fresh and new. (The book's plot 
is like reading a scene-by-scene novelization of the 
equally-engrossing film Tombstone, starring Kurt 
Russell as Wyatt Earp.) 

Granted, with Parker's flair for verbal economy 
(which is one of the writer's greatest strengths), there 
also comes the occasional pitfalls which sometimes 
plague his Spenser books. Even after reading virtu- 
ally everything the author has in print, I still some- 
times stumble over the long stretches of terse dia- 
logue and occasionally lose track not only of the 
speaker but of the original point or query. And Parker' s 
subtle attempts to pepper the book with descriptive 
culinary delights (a-la Chef Spenser) using the bland 
fare of the 1870s Old West just doesn't work. 

But Gunman's Rhapsody is a remarkably good 
read and a testament to the endless talent of Robert B. 
Parker as a good writer, first and foremost — not just 
a craftsman specializing in pulp-inspired detective 
fiction. And like Parker's great underrated master- 
piece spanning several generations of a Boston Irish 
family {All Our Yesterdays), Gunman's Rhapsody is a 
welcomed and refreshing example of the author flex- 
ing his underdeveloped, "non-Spenser" muscles. 
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David Patton. Noonan holds the honor of being the only 
person in the history of the race to have won First Overall 
two times (1983 and 1991).
